Hereas the King Our Soueraigne Lord, being in the life time of 
Hts Royall Father of bleſſed memozy, ſeizedof the ſaid Dukedome of 
Zj Cornewall, did bargaine and contract foz Leaſes and Eſtates to bee 
made of diners Meſſuages, Lands,Tenements, and Hereditaments, 
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E vartcell of the ſaid Dukedome of Corncwall, which Leaſes and Eſtates, 
/S//2| IS Maieſtie was enabled to haue made in His laid Fathers life time, 
by an Acte of Parliament made in the laſt Seſſion of Parliament, in⸗ 
— 2 tituled, Au Acte to enable the moſt Excellent Pꝛince Charles to make 
EVI . Leaſes of Lands, parcell of his Highneſſe Dutchy of Cornewall, oz an- 
O10 F820) nered to the lame. And becaule His Maieſtte, haning receiued divers 
Fines, and {animes of Money, accoꝛding tothe ſaid Contracts, aud hauing entred into Treatie 
with diners others fo: like Eſtates, the finiſhing of which Contracts, and making the ſaid Lea- 
ſes, was pꝛeuented by his Maieſties acceſſe to the Jinperiall Crowne of this Realme,ts gract- 
gufly pleaſed foꝛ the good of his pooze Tenantsof the ſaid Dutchy Lands, to pzoceed to the full 
accompuchment of the Contracts, and Leales of the pꝛemiſſes. : = 

"Zee it therekoꝛe enacted by our ſaid Soueraigne Lozd the King, the Toꝛds Spirituall and 
Lcinpoall, and Commons in this pꝛelent Parliament aſſembled, and by authouty of this pꝛe⸗ 
dent Parliament, That all Leaſes to be made within the ſpace of thꝛee yeeres now next enſuing 
hy our laid Soueraigne Lozd the King, by letters Patents, Indentures, o2 other wartings vn- 
zer His great Scale of England, oꝛ Scale of the Court of Excizcquer, of any Mannoꝛs, Lands, 
DTeuements, 02 Hereditaments, parcell of the poſſeſſions of the ſaid Dutchy of Cornewall, oz an- 
itxed to the ſame, (hall bee good and effectuall in Law, accoꝛding to the purpoꝛt and content of 
che {aid Leaſes, againſt our ſaid Soueraigne Lo2d the Kings Maieſtie, his Heires and Suctel⸗ 
:s, and againſt all and euery perſon oꝛ perſons, that ſhall hercafter haue, inherite oꝛ eniop the 
(2:13 Dukedome of Cornewall,by foꝛte of any Acte of Parliament, oꝛ other limitation whatſocuer, 

Pꝛouided alwayes, That euery ſuch Leaſe lo to bee made, of any Mannozs, Lands, Tene⸗ 
ments, oꝛ Hereditaments in poſſeſſion, ſhall bee made but foꝛ thꝛee liues oꝛ fewer, oz foz one and 
thirty peeres oꝛ vnder, oꝛ ſome other terme of yecres determmable vpon one, two, oꝛthꝛee lines, 
and not aboue. And if ſuch Leaſes be made in reuerſion, That then the ſame, together with the 
Eſtates in poſſeſſion, doe not exceede thꝛee lines, 02 the terme of one and thirty peeres, and not in 
any wiſe diſpuntſhable of waſte : And lo as vpon euery ſuch Leaſe ſhall ve relerued the anctent o2 
113107 vſuall Rent,o2ſnch Rent as hath beene peelded oꝛ paid fo? the greater part of twenty peeres 
next befoze the making of the ſaid Leaſes, and ſhall be relerued due and payable, by, oꝛ to him oz 
her that ſhall haue the inheritance o2 other Eſtate, of the ſaid<Zannozs, Lauds, Tenements, oꝛ 
Hereditaments. And where no ſuch Rent hath beene relerued o2 payable. that then, vpon cuery 
ſuch Leale, there ſhall be reſerued a reaſonable Rent, not being under the twentieth part of the 
cleare peerelp value of the Mannozs, Lands, Tenements, o: Heceditainents contaimed in fuch 
Leaſe, 

And be it further oꝛdained and enacted by authozity of this pꝛelent Parliament, That all Co- 
tenants, Conditions, and Reſeruations, and other agreements contained in eucry Leale ſo to be 
made, as afoꝛeſaid, ſhall be good and effectuall in Law, acco:ding to the woꝛds and contents of 
the ſame, aſwell fo2, and againſt them, ts whom the Keuerſion of the ſame Mannoꝛs, Lands, 
Teuements, 02 Hereditaments ſhall come, as foꝛ and againſt them to whom the ſaid Leaſes ſhall 
come, reſpettiuely: As if our ſaid Doneraigne Lozdthe Kings Mateſty at the time of the making 
of ſuch Couenants, Conditions, and Reſeruations, and other agreements were ſeized of an ab- 
lolute and indeketzible eſtate in Fee ſimple, in the lame Mannozs, Lands, Tenements, oz Heredi⸗ 
taments: Sauing alwayes to all and every perſon and perlous, bodies Politique and Cozpo- 
rate, their Heires and Suctelloꝛs, Erecuto?s, Adminiſtratoꝛs, and Allignes, (other then our laid 
Soueraigne Loꝛd the Kings Maieſty and his Heires, and all and euery perſon and perſons that 
ſhall hereafcer haue, inherite, oꝛ enioy the laid Dukedome of Corncwall, by foꝛte of any Atte of 
Parliament, oꝛ other limitation whatlocuer ) all luch Rights, Titles, Eſtates, Cuſtomes, Inte⸗ 
reſts, Termes, Claimes, and Demands whatſoeuer, of what kinde, nature, oz quality whatſoe- 
uer, of, in, to, oꝛ out of the ſaid Mannoꝛs, Lands, Lencments,o2 Hereditaments,02 any of them. 
as they oꝛ any of them had, oz ought to haue had befoꝛe the making of this Atte, to all intents and 
purpoſes, and in as large and ample manner and fo2me, as tf this Acte had neuer beene had oz 


made: This Acte oꝛ any thing therein contained to the contrary notwithſtanding,
